If Illi- 
nois, goes for a Progressive candidate for 
the Senate, the Old Guard leaders who 
were shocked at the landslide for La 
Follette last fall and the election of 
Brookhart in Iowa and Shipstead and 
Magnus Johnson in Minnesota, will be 
forced into the last ditch to retain con- 
trol of Ohio, Indiana, and other Middle 
Western states. 


Senator McCormick will be attacked 


by La Toilette's aides in Illinois for his 
vote for the Esch-Cummins law, his ad- 
vocacy of the Fordney-McCumber tariff 
bill, and his authorship of the resolution 
which paved the way for the Federal 
Reserve Board's "deflation" policy. 


The Progressives in Illinois are now 


\..:ak-Jng,wv candidate with which to op- 
pose McCormick. They will make no 
"deals" with the Small-Thompson fac- 
tion, but will put up a vigorous cam- 
paign in behalf of a candidate of their 
own choice for Senator. 


As soon as a candidate is selected, it 


is probable that Senator La Follette and 
some of the Wisconsin congressmen 
who invaded Minnesota this summer 
will be called to Illinois to participate in 
the campaign. 


The Wisconsin Senator has not spoken 


in Illinois since 1911, when he was a 
presidential 
candidate against 
Taft. 


Soon after he returns from Europe, his 
friends in Illinois will ask him to make 
half a dozen speeches in the state in the 
early months of 1924. 


Representatives 
John 
M. Nelson, 


Henry A. Cooper, and Joseph D. Beckj 
•whose Wisconsin districts border on Il- 
linois, will be among the first of the Wis- 
consin congressmen invited to partici- 
pate in the Illinois campaign.

OVERNOR SMALL of Illinois has 
already given some evidence that 


the Wisconsin program is a factor in 
the politics of his state by adopting sev- 
eral of its planks in his own platform for 
renomination. He advocates the repeal 
of the Esch-Cummins Law and a popu- 
lar referendum on a declaration of war. 
These planks appeared in the Wisconsin 
platform of 1920. 


The Progressives in Illinois who are 


opposing Senator McCormick will not 
endorse Governor Small. They appear 
likely to steer clear of all existing fac- 
tions within the party and to wage a 
fight in the open in behalf of a program 
modelled after the platform which has 
won overwhelming popular majorities in

their relative importance, and, of course, there 
will not be unanimous agreement as to their 
relative importance even when election day 
arrives. 


"First I would put the condition of the Amer- 


ican farmer. 
He is suffering more than any 


other class and the farmer makes up one-third 
of the nation in population. The price level 
is 
disjointed; 
the 
farmer 
buys 
upon 
a 


level almost 50 per cent higher than the level 
upon -which he sells. 
This is ruinous and, in 


time, spells bankruptcy. 
No other question is 


likely to influence the farmer's thought and 
political action so much as that question. 


"The second question affects the laboring 


class, the next group in.size to the agricultural 
group. 
There are certain readjustments nec- 


essary to insure equity to the laboring men, 
but the most disturbing feature of the situation 
is the increasing antagonism between labor and 
capital—the class consciousness manifested by 
members of both groups. 
The attitude of the 


Government is alarming to the laboring men, 
and this alarm has been increased by the re- 
cent decision of the Supreme Court in which 
five of the court denied the right of Congress 
to fix a minimum wage—three judges dissent- 
ing and one not taking part in the decision. 
This is another of the five to four decisions and 
still further intensifies the desire of the masses 
for legislation or constitutional provision which 
will make it impossible for a bare majority of 
the Supreme Court to nullify legislation on 
questions which are more political than judicial 
in their character. 


"The third issue deals with the curbing' of 


the profiteer. 
Those who are in position to 


organize can charge what the traffic will bear, 
and are doing so, while those who cannot or- 
ganize are the victims not only of natural con- 
ditions but of the artificial conditions which 
monopoly creates. -Something must be done; 
it remains to be seen whether the situation will 
be relieved by the action of the next Congress 
or aggravated by its failure to act. 


"Taxation is the fourth domestic issue. Mr. 


Mellon, Secretary of the Treasury,' is already 
suggesting a further reduction in the surtax— 
a policy which puts the ^pecuniary interests of 


the rich m'boTe the n«cet»ttle» of thoi« not BO 
well-to-do. It is shifting the burden of taxation 
from the backs of the strong to the back* of the 
weak 
As the Democrats and the progressives 


combined will have, a majority; in both houses 
it is not likely that any such reactionary policy 
can be successful. 


"There will of course be many other issues, 


but I mention the.above as issues that affect 
very large groups and which will therefore have 
strong public opinion back of them. When -we 
know what the issues are we-.shall be in position 
to discuss candidates. .Events make issues and 
issues make candidates."
